It's unlike any daily paper you ever 
saw. 


It not only bars advertising but it 


handles news entirely differently from 
the conventional paper—it looks and 
rends like Time magazine, but every 
day instead of every week. 


This is a daring venture publishing 


a magazine every clay. When you pick 
up Saturday Evening Post, Collier's, 
or Time, it is to rend a magazine 
against the background of what you 
have read in the daily papers through 
the week. But "P. M." is a magazine 
appearing dully with the newspapers, 
mid operating therefore wilhqut ben- 
efit of the news background that at- 


• racks readers to the national week- 
lies. 


What I mean is, that at the end of 


the week a daily newspaper reader 
turns to his magazine with a feeling 
of relief from the daily grind—but 
can he be "relieved" every day?

"P. M.'s" idea of running a news- 


paper without advertising is not new. 


The idea has entertained newspaper 


men for n generation. Just before 
the last World war E. W. Scripps, pro- 
prietor of the second largest newspa- 
per system in America, backed one 
of his best men in a non-advertising 
thilly-paper ih"Chicasp. It was called 
The Day Book. 


But there is this difference between 


The Day Book and "P. M.": 


"P. M.", reported to be promoted 


and staffed by radicals, probably sub- 
scribes to the idea that advertising 
influences a newspaper's editorial pol- 
icy; but The Day Book was no such 
crack-pot venture—The Day Book was 
merely a laboratory proposition, to 
determine whether it was possible to 
publish a daily paper acceptable to 
the public without selling advertising 
on the side. 


Perhaps I should explain at this 


point something about every daily 
paper you have read, here or else- 
where. Eighty per cent of its revenue 
is advertising—only 20 per cent 
from subscriptions. About the time 
of the War Between the States, when 
papers operated practically without 
advertising, 
scbscriptions

York papers cost $18 and $20 a year 
the groat papers of that day, such as 
the New York Tribune, Herald anc 
Sun, ran four pages, and circulations 
were small. Subscriptions today run 
around $7 or ?8; the big city papers ap- 
pear in 3G-and 48-page sizes, and cir- 
culations run into the millions—a de- 
velopment of modern advertising.

'Scripps1 Chicago Day Book ran abmi:

you have the reasons behind newspa- 
pers as you see them today. 


The charge made by radicals tha 


because 80 per cent of daily papers 
revenues are drawn from advertising 
the advertisers therefore dominate the 
papers' policies is, of course, absurd 
Advertisers are no different from the 
rest of the people—they are not o: 
one mind. And if a paper allowed its 
policy to be dominated by one ad- 
vertiser in particular then it woulc 
lose all the other advertisers, which 
would be simply mismanagement or 
the part of the paper. 


The whole argument about advertis- 


ing and newspapers was summarizec 
in one paragraph of a letter that C 
P. J. Moonoy, late great editor o 
the Memphis 
Commercial

wrote me in August, 1926, when I wa 
at El Dorado, and which letter hang

"The Commercial Appeal is 


prosperous newspaper. A newspape 
must be prosperous to be independen 
these days.

pany contended the court opinion said, 
that construction of pipe lines by the 
other company would be a "useless 
and costly duplication of service." 


"The evidence," the court here hold, 


"is sufficient to .support the finding 
and order that present and future pub- 
lic convenience and necessity require 
the construction in question. The evi- 
dence shows that construction will 
serve communities not now adequately 
served."

MEXICO CITY (/P)— Mexico count- 


ed 100 or more slain and thousands 
injured,

wounded United States citizens, as 
rival political factions matched gun- 
fire with each other and with sold- 
iers and police Sunday in the blaz- 
ing, riotous climax to a bitter presi- 
dential campaign. • 


While the casualties mounted, with 


the greatest number in Mexico City 
itself, the count of ballots will not be 
made until next Thursday. It then re- 
mains for the government to decide 
whether results will be announced 
before the official figures are 
pre- 


sented to the congress that meets 
September 1. 


Both General Avila Camacho, the 


candidate backed by the present ad- 
ministration, and his rival, General 
Juan Andrcu Alamaznn, claimed vic- 
tory while their followers did bloody 
battle around the polling places. 


The estimate of more than 100 


dead came from General Almazan. 
Mexico City police said ti score of per- 
sons died and 100 were injured in this 
capital alone, and the toll was ex- 
pected to go higher. Sliootings were 
reported from various other cities, 
although in the north, near the Unit- 
ed States border, (,|10 election was 
coniparalively quiet. 


The wounded Americans were Ed- 


ward J. Mullen, Jr. of Davenport, 
Iowa, shot through the stomach and 
believed near death and Leonard Du- 
rso, IS 
i Georgetown University stu- 


dent of Union City, N. J., who suffer- 
ed a rifle bullet in the left side. 
Both were shot in riots in the heart 
of the capital.

.Actually young Willkie's radical- 
ism boiled down to a great interest 
in socialism of the Jack London var- 
iety (including the abolition of all in- 
heritances); a great respect for trust- 
busting Teddy Roosevelt; and a wor- 
ship of Fighting Bob La Follet- 
te. 


La Follette liberalism meant fight- 


irig a system under which Big Busi- 
ness poured money into political mac- 
hines to elect men who would do its 
bidding. Much of Willkie's fight with 
the '-present administration is based 


his haU-ed^ofJlus kind, of (systnm. 


K the present situation WiJlitie'see's' 


Big Government doing evactly what 
Big Business did in the systems which 
La Follette found so insidious.

good sun cream to act BK a harrier between the skin and the burning 
rays of Old bol. and lastly, in the way of cosmetics, a skin lotion to 
apply after cominpc in from the bc'neh to prevent unsightly freckles 
blotches or an uneven tan.

Miss Corcoran nlso advocates frequent changing of position wh'le 


n the sun so that the tan will spread evenly, ten to fifteen minutes 
in one position usually being sufllcient. She counsels girls to Jet 
down bathing-suit straps so that white marks on the tanned skin 
do not ruin its effectiveness in evening gowns and, finally, Ann 
advises that instead of carrying a lunch basket (which probably isn't 
too good for the diet, anyway) to carry a beach basket, large enough 
to contain all necessary cosmetics and extra slacks, beachrohes, etc. 
for use after being exposed for a long enough time. For remaining 
in the sun too long is one of the surest 
ways of acquiring a painful burn. 


Sunlight, according to medical ex- 


perts, has untold value, but it is not en- 
tirely beneficent. It kills germs with al- 
most unmatched efficiency; it alleviates 
acne and other skin diseases; it cures 
rickets and some forms of non-pulmo- 
nary tuberculosis and it produces in the 
body the well-nigh indispensable Vita- 
min D. 


On the other hand, besides painful 


sunburning and blistered skin, Old Sol 
taken in too large doses, rewards his 
devotees with such unpleasant results as 
"automobile neck," "sailor's skin," irri- 
tated lips^and sunburn hives.

LONNDON — Tmless Hitler's gray-

many people have been devoutly wish- 


ig for him for many months, and 
icir prayer was answered by the swift 
ction of the Churchill government,

icn he has called into his cabinet. 
\.nd speedy decision. 


Within one day Parliament pas- 
ed the administration's new Defense 
egulations, which gave the govern- 


ment drastic powers. The king's sign- 


ture on the bill was hardly dry be- 
ore detectives nabbed Mosley and 
lany of his chief underlings. It was 
ic end of a long chapter. It was al- 
•o a sort of anti-climax to what at 
ne. time seemed destined to be a 
great career. • 


Twin Idols 


Mosley, born with a golden spoon 


n his mouth, educated at Winchcst- 
r and Sandhurst, heir to an old bar- 
netcy, served well hi the last war 
nd afterward entered the House of 
ommons for Harrow. 
Deserting the Tory party, he was 
ected as a Labor member for Smo- 
iwick. 
Fair-haired boy with Premier Ram- 
y McDonald, he was made Chancel- 


lor of the Duchy of Lancaster. 


Deserting the Labor party, he start- 


ed the New party, which ran can- 
didates for Parliament, including him- 
self, and lost every cpntest . 


In 1932 he founded the British Un- 


ion of Fascists. Ho imitated his new 
idol, Mussolini, by dressing his men 
in black shirts and adopting a salute 
similar to that of the Italian organ- 
ization. 


Then he added Hitler to his heroes 


and called his outfit British Union 
of Fascists and National Socialists. 


His band of followers began sing- 


ing a doggerel set to the music of 
Hitler's Horst Wessel song. Just as Hit- 
ler in the beginning was surrounded 
by his brown shirtecl escort of tough- 
looking young men, so Mosley at his 
meetings had his escort of black- 
shirted toughs. 


He changed his opinions with quick- 


silver speed. When a Socialist mem- 
ber of Parliament, he referred scath- 
ingly to the Italian Fascists as 'black- 
shirted 
buffoons 
making a 
cheap 


imitation of' ice-cream sellers." Not 
long after he garbed his men the 
same way. 


In 1933 he said he wanted to make 


it clear that neither he nor his or- 
ganization was anti-Semitic. Jew-bait- 
ing in the past few years has been his 
chief oratorical stunt. 


When his men interrupted poli- 


tical meetings of other parties, he de- 
fended the immemorial rights of the 
heckler at British political meetings. 
Recently at Leeds he asked the police 


o "do their duty" and arrest a man 
vho heckled him.' 


Comedy of Inconsistency 


Lately Mosley has dropped the long 
ncl high-sounding title of his out- 
it and called it simply British Un- 
on. It never go$ (anywhere. Every 
andidate it ran for Parliumcnt was 
adly defeated and forfeited his dc- 
osit of £150.

The party had a nuisance value in 
liat it-stirred up a certain amount 
f racial prejudice, caused distur- 
bances when people resented the bilge
